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It  will  appear  from  an  examination  of  the  reports  that 
1889  was  a solvent  year.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  tax  levy  for  the  year,  after  deducting  the  abatements 
made  and  prospective,  barely  equalled  the  appropriations 
and  amounts  required  by  law  to  be  assessed,  it  has  been 
possible  out  of  the  other  revenues  of  the  town  to  pay  the 
extraordinary  expense  of  two  judgments  with  attending 
costs  upon  cases  arising  in  a previous  year,  and  to  settle 
also  one  of  the  two  claims  for  damages  arising  during  the 
year  1889.  There  are  but  two  actions  at  law  now  pending 
against  the  town;  one,  that  of  Mary  West  for  damages  al- 
leged to  have  been  suffered  by  reason  of  a defect  upon 
Bank  street;  the  other  that  of  Andrew  Rochefort,  arising 
out  of  an  alleged  defect  in  Washington  street,  in  South 
Attleboro,  on  the  19th  day  of  February,  1889. 

From  an  examination  of  the  debt  statement  it  will  be 
seen  that  ample  provision  is  being  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  bonded  debt  at  maturity  by  annual  contributions  to 
the  sinking  fund.  The  loan  of  $10,000  for  the  new  school 
building  will  be  provided  for  under  the  vote  creating  it,  by 
carrying  one-half  of  it  into  the  tax  levy  for  1 890  and  the  re- 
mainder into  the  levy  for  1891.  The  school  district  loan 
eonsists  of  Attleborough’s  proportion  of  two  notes  held  by 
the  Attleborough  Savings  Bank,  the  remains  of  the  debt 
of  $40,000  created  by  the  transfer  of  the  school  district 
property  and  obligations  to  the  town.  One  of  these  notes 
matures  in  1890,  the  other  in  1891;  and  they  should  be 
carried  into  the  tax  levy  of  the  years  on  which  they  fall 
due,  as  has  been  done  with  the  six  preceding  notes  of  this 
series.  To  meet  the  remainining  debt  of  $30,704.96,  the 
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town  has  assets  of  a face  value  of  $24,042.65.  Of  these 
assets  $2,480.22  are  uncollected  taxes  of  1887  and  prior 
years.  In  view  of  the  large  abatements  already  made 
upon  these  taxes,  the  town  ought  to  speedily  realize  the 
full  value  of  the  balance.  It  is  but  just  to  the  present  col. 
lector  of  Attleborough  to  note  the  fact  that  $317.54  only 
of  the  uncollected  taxes  of  these  years  are  contained  in  the 
tax  commitments  to  him.  Upon  the  uncollected  taxes  of 
1888  and  1889  the  larger  part  of  the  abatements  necessary 
have  been  already  made,  and  the  amounts  due  on  those  years 
will  probably  suffer  but  little  further  diminution.  If  all  the 
assets  contained  in  the  debt  statement  were  to  prove  good 
there  would  still  be  $6,662.01  of  this  floating  debt  unpro- 
vided for.  This  amount  represents  an  accumulation  of  def- 
icits created  by  overdrawing  of  accounts  and  abatement  of 
taxes.  One  practice  which  tended  strongly  to  the  increase 
of  this  floating  debt,  the  carrying  of  unexpended  balances 
to  the  credit  of  the  new  year,  has  been  corrected  by  a vote 
of  the  town  which  requires  such  balances  to  be  covered 
into  the  treasury. 

Another  rule  which  requires  the  officers  having  charge 
of  the  several  departments  of  town  expenditures  to  keep 
within  the  limits  of  their  appropriations  should  be  strongly 
insisted  upon.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  most  frequently  oc- 
curring are  in  the  case  of  judgments  rendered  against  the 
town  which  must  be  promptly  paid  and  which  may  necessi- 
tate the  overdrawing  of  the  current  and  incidental  account; 
and  in  case  of  pauper  expenditures  where  relief  must 
be  afforded  to  an  extent  unforeseen  at  the  time  of  the 
appropriation.  In  cases  of  this  nature  the  deficit  resulting 
from  such  causes  in  the  total  business  of  the  year  should 
be  stated  to  the  town,  and  an  appropriation  sufficient 
to  cover  such  deficit  should  be  made  at  the  succeeding  an- 
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nual  meeting.  For  the  payment  of  the  existing  floating 
debt  otherwise  unprovided  for,  an  appropriation  should  be 
made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  town;  or  the  amount 
should  be  divided,  and  a portion  taxed  in  1890,  and  the 
remainder  in  succeeding  years. 

As  regards  the  appropriation  to  be  made  for  the  high- 
ways, we  recommend  $6,000.  This  amount  contemplates 
an  adequate  compensation  for  the  superintendent  of  high- 
ways or  road  commissioners,  whichever  method  of  admin- 
istration may  be  adopted  by  the  town.  The  first  expendi- 
ture of  money  should  be  at  those  points  where  the  roads 
may  appear  to  be  defective  or  dangerous,  by  reason  of 
which,  in  the  event  of  an  accident,  a claim  for  damages 
might  arise.  In  this  connection  we  desire  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  town  the  expediency  of  a special  appro- 
priation for  the  repair  of  the  road  leading  from  Park  street 
to  Taunton  road,  or  the  discontinuance  of  the  road  and  the 
payment  of  such  damages  as  may  be  assessed  thereupon. 
An  economical  management  of  the  highways  requires  on 
the  part  of  the  superintendent  an  efficient  supervision  of 
all  the  details  of  roadwork;  and  it  demands  also  a better 
care  of  the  road  tools  and  machines  than  the  town  has 
hitherto  been  accustomed  to.  An  accurate  account  of  road 
tools  should  be  kept,  and  some  suitable  provision  made  for 
protecting  the  larger  machines  during  the  winter.  We 
further  recommend  that  at  the  end  of  the.  coming  year  a 
detailed  statement  of  road  work  shall  be  made  by  the 
superintendent,  to  be  included  in  the  town  report. 

For  the  current  and  incidental  account  we  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $7,500  for  the  year  1890.

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AUDITORS'  REPORT. 


The  undersigned,  elected  Auditors  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  March,  1889,  have  examined  the  books  and  re- 
ports of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
Tax  Collectors,  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  and  Asses- 
sors and  present  the  following  report. 

The  Selectmen’s  books  contain  complete  reports  of 
the  transactions  of  each  meeting  and  a correct  record  of  all 
bills  approved  by  them  as  submitted  in  their  report. 

The  Treasurer’s  books  are  very  neatly  kept  and  show 
entries  of  all  moneys  received,  and  what  has  been  paid  out 
on  Selectmen’s  orders,  Matured  Notes,  Interest  and  Sink- 
ing Fund  account.  He  has  proper  vouchers  for  all  moneys 
paid  out  as  shown  by  his  books  and  submitted  in  his  report. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  kept  a Ledger  account 
with  each  person  assisted  and  parties  coming  under  their 
control,  and  this  account  corresponds  with  the  bills  ap- 
proved by  them  and  received  by  the  Selectmen  and  also 
with  their  report  as  submitted. 

The  Tax  Collectors’  books  (John  Thacher,  C.  T. 
Guild  and  Geo.  F.  Ide,  Collectors)  agree  with  the  Treas- 
urer’s books  as  to  the  amounts  of  money  collected,  and  with 
the  Assessors’  records  as  to  the  amount  of  abatements,  and 
the  amount  of  uncollected  taxes  corresponds  with  the 
amounts  submitted  in  their  reports. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners’  books  show  receipts 
of  moneys  paid  them  by  the  Town  Treasurer  as  required 
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by  Statute  and  agree  with  the  amounts  charged  them  on 
the  Treasurer’s  books.  Also  receipts  of  interest  on  ac- 
count of  loans.  They  have  vouchers  showing  proper  in- 
vestment of  the  funds  as  shown  on  their  books,  which  cor- 
responds with  their  report. 

The  Assessors’  books  ( Valuation  Lists  and  Abatement 
Record. ) The  amount  of  Taxes  assessed  as  per  Valuation 
List  corresponds  with  the  amount  stated  in  Tax  Collectors’ 
warrant.  The  Abatement  Record  corresponds  with  the 
amounts  of  abatements  as  shown  on  the  Tax  Collectors’ 
books  and  stated  in  their  report  as  submitted.

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REPORT  OF 

TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


During  the  past  year,  the  second  of  its  maintenance 
by  the  town,  the  Library  has  grown  in  usefulness  and  has 
increased  its  number  of  books.  New  cards  have  been  is- 
sued, and  a larger  number  of  books  circulated,  indicating 
a greater  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public. 

We  have  purchased  140  books  during  the  year,  but  of 
this  number,  3 5 were  to  replace  worn  out  copies  and  to  sup. 
ply  duplicates  of  books  greatly  in  demand;  72  books  have 
been  given  and  we  have  also  received  various  public  docu- 
ments. The  Library  now  contains  2,937  books.  Of  the 
new  books  purchased  90  per  cent,  are  works  of  fiction,  the 
public  demand  being  for  this  class  of  literature.  Two  sci- 
entific books  were  purchased  at  the  request  of  a local  scien- 
tific association  and  we  have  also  added  several  important 
scientific  and  historical  works.  In  this  connection  we  desire 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  60  volumes  from  E.  G.  Robin- 
son, D.  D.,  ex-president  of  Brown  University;  7 volumes 
of  valuable  scientific  and  reference  books  from  Mr.  J.  L. 
Sweet,  besides  books  from  Rev.  John  O’Connell,  Major  E. 
S.  Horton,  Mr.  A.  T.  Wales,  A.  E.  Lancaster,  H.  A.  Bod- 
man,  Horton,  Angell  & Co.,  and  C.  L.  Watson.  H.  M. 
Daggett,  Jr.,  presented  the  “Official  Gazette  of  the  U.  S. 
Patent  Office”  for  one  year,  and  the  Hon.  Elijah  Morse 
has  supplied  us  with  the  “Congressional  Record”  for  the 
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present  session  of  Congress,  besides  many  copies  of  Public 
Documents. 

The  circulation  compares  favorably  with  that  of  1888; 
190  new  cards  were  issued,  making  the  number  now  in 
use,  1830;  19,000  books  were  given  out. 

The  trustees  adopted  the  plan  of  making  frequent  pur- 
chases of  new  books  during  the  year.  As  fast  as  they 
were  accepted,  lists  were  published  in  the  local  paper,  thus 
enabling  the  public  to  obtain  current  books  soon  after  they 
were  issued.  If  patrons  would  save  these  lists  they  could 
more  readily  obtain  the  new  additions,  although  at  the  end 
of  each  year,  supplementary  catalogues  are  issued  contain- 
ing a list  of  all  the  books  added  during  the  year.  These 
supplements  are  sold  by  the  Librarian  at  the  cost  price,  of 
4c.  each. 


One  book  has  been  lost  in  consequence  of  the  removal 
from  town  of  the  person  taking  it  from  the  Library.

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Cash  collected  for  fines  for  ijnlawful  detention  of  books 
has  been  used  for  sundry  necessary  expenses  and  for 
additions  to  the  library. 

The  Trustees  cannot  close  their  report  without  plac- 
ing on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  work  done  for  the 
Library  by  the  late  Charles  P.  Williams.  He  was  interested 
in  its  foundation:  he  contributed  to  its  support  both  money 
and  labor,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  person 
best  informed  as  to  the  books  upon  its  shelves  and  the  de- 
tail of  its  management.  The  Library  is  also  indebted  to 
other  friends  for  assistance,  which  the  trustees  desire  to 
acknowledge. 

The  sum  of  $600  is  recommended  as  an  appropriation 
for  the  support  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1890.

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HEALTH  OFFICERS’  REPORT. 


To  The  Boaid  of  Health  of  Attleborough , 

Gentlemen: 

Ch.  80,  Sec.  ii,  of  the  Public  Statutes  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Health  shall  annually  make  a report  including 
a “full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  its  acts  during  the 
year,  and  a review  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city”  or 
town.  In  accordance  with  this  act  the  following  report  of 
the  Health-Officer  is  respectfully  submitted: 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  a town  like  Attleborough 
can  be  made  satisfactory  only  by  the  expenditure  of  a large 
sum  of  money.  Increasing  rapidly  from  a small  village  to 
a thriving  town,  what  could  be  endured  in  its  former  con- 
dition becomes  dangerous  in  the  latter.  The  introduction 
of  water  works,  although  temporarily  benefitting  the 
health  of  a community,  eventually  increases  the  danger  un- 
less it  is  accompanied  by  a complete  system  of  sewerage. 
The  example  that  nature  affords  us  of  supplying  with  every 
artery  that  carries  pure  blood  to  the  various  organs  of  the 
body,  a vein  in  which  the  impure  blood  returns,  should  be 
followed  by  every  community  when  it  introduces  a system 
of  water  supply.  Until  better  sewerage  is  established,  es- 
pecial pains  must  be  taken  in  the  construction  and  care  of 
all  cess-pools,  vaults,  and  out-houses.  Soil  that  has  be- 
come infiltrated  and  saturated  with  decaying  organic  mate- 
rial is  dangerous  to  the  health,  and  remains  so  even  after 
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more  perfect  sanitary  systems  are  adopted.  While  the 
present  conditions  exist,  frequent  inspection  is  impera- 
tively demanded.  In  my  judgment,  all  cess-pools  and 
vaults  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  put  in  proper 
repair  before  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year.  Where 
inspection  proves  that  this  has  not  been  done,  it  should  be 
required  immediately  and  a fine  imposed  if  necessary.  As 
now  carried  out,  the  system  of  discharging  the  contents  of 
sink-pipes  upon  the  ground  is  neither  cleanly  nor  hygienic 
and  I should  recommend  that  it  be  prohibited  and  cess- 
pools constructed,  or  that  connection  with  the  town  sewer 
be  made  where  practicable.  All  garbage  should  also  be  re- 
moved before  the  first  of  May  and  not  allowed  to  accumu- 
late during  the  summer  months.  It  has  been  difficult  to 
find  suitable  places  where  this  refuse  matter  could  be  safely 
dumped:  in  many  cases  any  convenient  spot  was  chosen 
without  regard  to  its  proximity  to  dwellings.  So  flagrant 
did  this  abuse  become,  that  large  notices  were  prepared, 
and  posted  at  several  places,  forbidding  their  use  for  this 
purpose.  It  would  seem  desirable  for  the  town  to  desig- 
nate suitable  places'  where  this  refuse  could  be  safely  de- 
posited and  afterwards  destroyed. 

As  the  town  increases  in  size,  public  welfare  demands' 
that  these  corrections  be  made. 

Fifteen  complaints  of  minor  nuisances  were  made  to 
the  Board.  In  nearly  every  instance  the  complaints  were 
just  and  the  nuisances  were  abated  upon  the  request  of 
the  Health  Officer.  In  several  instances,  however,  al- 
though the  complaints  were  well  taken,  the  rules  of  the 
Board  did  not  specifically  prohibit  the  action,  and  efforts 
to  have  it  abated  were  unsuccessful.  A more  extended 
system  of  rules  for  another  year  would  be  advantageous. 

Complaint  was  made  during  the  summer  as  to  the 
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condition  of  a slaughter  house  on  Sixth  street,  and  a 
hearing  before  the  Board  was  asked  for.  This  was  grant- 
ed, and  after  hearing  evidence  on  both  sides  and  mak- 
ing a careful  inspection  of  the  premises,  no  action  was 
taken,  the  proprietor  promising  that  the  place  should  not 
become  a nuisance.  It  is  of  doubtful  propriety  to  allow 
the  existence  of  a slaughter-house  in  such  close  proximity 
to  dwellings,  and  if  this  or  any  other  becomes  a nuisance, 
it  should  be  summarily  closed. 

On  the  2 ist  of  December,  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Officer  was  directed  to  a case  which  proved  to  be  that  of  a 
child  ill  for  ten  days  with  Typhoid  fever  and  which  had 
not  been  reported,  as  the  law  requires.  There  was  no 
physician  in  attendance.  No  precautions  had  been  taken 
to  protect  the  health  of  other  members  of  the  household. 
The  child  was  not  being  properly  cared  for.  The  case 
was  an  anomalous  one,  the  father  refusing  all  purely  medi- 
cal assistance,  but  being  willing  to  adopt  such  hygienic 
suggestions  as  the  Health  Officer  should  offer.  Precau- 
tionary measures  were  immediately  adopted,  and  fre- 
quent visits  were  made  to  see  them  carried  out.  The  case 
became  somewhat  notorious,  but  concerns  us  here  because 
of  the  danger  to  the  public  health  in  allowing  such  cases  to 
procede  without  medical  supervision.  The  question  of 
medicine  or  no  medicine  is  of  minor  consequence.  No 
physician  would  claim  to  have  a specific  for  typhoid  fever, 
and  many  patients  in  the  hospitals  and  outside  of  them  re- 
cover under  medical  care  without  the  use  of  drugs.  But 
it  is  of  great  importance  that  such  diseases  should  be 
promptly  recognized  and  proper  precautions  taken  to  pre- 
vent their  dissemination.  This  particular  case  was  un- 
doubtedly contracted  as  the  result  of  a visit  to  a family 
where  typhoid  fever  was  raging,  and  although  no  cases 
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arose  from  it,  yet  it  was  a dangerous  experiment  to  try. 
No  one  but  a physician  is  capable  of  making  an  early  and 
correct  diagnosis  and  he  alone  can  suggest  the  probable 
source  of  the  contagion  and  advise  as  to  the  course  to  pur- 
sue to  prevent  its  increase.  The  public  health  demands 
that  such  cases  should  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Health,  and  I recommend  the  vigorous  enforcement  of 
the  law  should  another  case  arise. 

The  question  as  to  the  purity  of  the  water  in  our  public 
well  was  freely  discussed  during  the  summer,  and  many 
people  subjected  themselves  to  great  inconvenience  be- 
cause of  exaggerated  reports  as  to  its  contamination.  That 
these  reports  were  ill-founded  is  shown  by  the  general 
health  of  the  community  as  well  as  by  making  comparisons 
of  the  death  rate,  of  the  prevalence  of  septic  diseases  or 
diarrhoeal  troubles  during  the  past  summer,  with  other 
years.  Chemical  examination,  however,  shows  a slight 
and  gradual  increase  of  impurity,  and  the  same  reasons 
that  prompt  one  to  discontinue  the  use  of  a private  well  in 
the  midst  of  a populous  centre,  would  apply  to  a well  for 
public  use.  While  we  continue  to  drink  its  water  we  should 
take  all  precautions  to  prevent  its  contamination.  I am 
glad  to  report  greater  progress  in  this  direction  during  the 
past  year  than  has  been  made  before  since  the  water  works 
were  established.  But  more  yet  remains  to  be  done.  The 
rapid  growth  in  population  on  Capron’s  Hill  is  an  increas- 
ing source  of  danger.  Until  proper  sewerage  is  afforded 
in  this  region  all  vaults  should  be  constructed  water-tight, 
and  carefully  prevented  from  running  over.  The  sewer  on 
North  Main  street  should  be  continued  to  Mechanic  street 
and  all  property  holders  on  the  street  should  be  compelled 
to  connect  with  it.  The  vaults  on  Mechanic  street  should 
also  be  made  water  tight  and  carefully  inspected.  The 
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contamination  from  the  mills,  in  my  judgment,  is  not  so 
serious  as  some  think.  No  water  has  been  pumped  from 
the  river  into  our  pipes  for  more  than  two  years,  and, 
should  it  ever  become  necessary  in  case  of  fire,  by  subse- 
quent opening  of  the  distal  hydrants,  the  current  of  water 
in  the  pipes  would  soon  be  entirely  changed. 

I invite  your  attention  to  a consideration  of  the  fol- 
lowing statistical  tables: 


Table  I.— CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  REPORTED. 
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Number  of  Cases  Each  Month. 
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The  first  gives  a list  of  contagious  diseases  reported 
during  the  year.  I wish  that  I might  say  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely correct;  I feel  that  it  is  nearly  so.  There  were  35 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported,  as  against  42  cases  for  last 
year;  a satisfactory  improvement.  When  we  consider  the 
many  lives  that  are  yearly  sacrificed  because  of  this  pre- 
ventable disease  and  the  loss  to  the  community  in  the  pro 
ducing  power  of  those  ill  with  it,  it  is  no  wonder  that  ef- 
torts  are  constantly  being  made  to  eradicate  it.  In  this 
connection  and  to  emphasize  what  has  gone  before,  I desire 
to  publish  an  extract  from  the  “Weekly  Abstract  of  San- 
itary Reports”  published  by  the  government: 

“ A particularly  instructive  experiment  is  the  sanitary 
improvement  of  a quarter  of  Munich  known  as  the 
‘Grube,’  or  den  of  Haidbonsen,  to  which  I directed  atten- 
tion in  my  book  called,  ‘The  Present  State  of  the  Cholera 
Question,’  page  722,  which  is  also  illustrated  with  the  nec- 
essary cuts.  This  ‘Grube,’  or  pit,  was  inhabited  by  about 
five  hundred  people,  and  was  formerly  the  worst  hot-bed 
for  typhoid  and  cholera  in  the  city.  Since  the  removal  of 
all  the  old  porous  sewers  and  cess  pools,  and  its  drainage 
by  means  of  a proper  sewer,  with  nothing  else  changed, 
it  has  become  free  entirely  from  these  diseases,  although 
the  people  use  identically  the  same  drinking  water  as  form- 
erly, while  the  people  in  the  neighboring  ^quarter  of  the 
city,  who  had  the  best  of  drinking  water,  but  the  old  cess- 
pools and  sewers,  were  still  afflicted  with  typhoid. 

“It  is  true,  speaking  scientifically,  that  many  points  are 
still  obscure,  as,  for  instance,  how  good  drainage  and  sew- 
erage, cleansing  and  keeping  clean  the  soil,  are  connected 
with  the  specific  germs  of  typhoid  and  cholera ; how  places 
thus  treated  not  only  lose  their  predisposition  to  such  dis- 
eases, but  become  absolutely  free  from  them.  But  facts 
often  outrun  science.” 


Table  II —MORTALITY  FOR  1889  BY  CAUSE,  DATE,  AGE  AND  SEX. 
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The  second  table  furnishes  the  mortuary  statistics  for 
the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  is  two  less  than  last  year. 
The  cool  summer  apparently  modified  the  severity  of  the 
diseases  affecting  the  bowels,  e.  g.,  there  were  two  less 
deaths  from  cholera  infantum  and  three  less  from  typhoid 
fever,  but  it  added  to  the  severity  of  those  diseases  affect- 
ing the  pulmonary  tract.  Every  month  in  the  year  one  or 
more  persons  died  in  Attleboro  from  consumption.  Any 
information  that  will  enlighten  the  public  as  to  the  natural 
history  of  this  disease  seems  of  great  importance.  I desire 
to  publish  here  a short  extract  from  the  paper  formerly 
quoted. 


PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Translated  from  the  Journal  d'  Hygiene,  Paris,  France, 
January  16,  1889. 

“At  the  fifteenth  reunion  of  the  German  Congress  of 
Strasbourg,  Doctor  Cornet,  of  Berlin,  maintained  that  we 
have  to  provide  against  the  transmission  of  the  disease 
rather  than  against  the  tendency  to  contract  it.  It  is  the 
most  terrible  enemy  of  the  human  race;  its  victims  number 
one-seventh  of  the  population.  In  Germany  alone  it  causes 
150,000  deaths  a year.  The  contagion  is  less  from  air  ex- 
haled from  the  lungs,*  as  was  formerly  believed,  than  from 
expectorations,  which  on  drying  communicate  to  the  dust 
an  infinite  number  of  germs.  Tuberculous  persons  are  for 
this  reason  a menace  not  only  to  those  around  them,  but 
to  themselves,  since  they  introduce  into  their  respiratory 
channels  other  bacilli  which  infect  the  yet  healthy  portion 
of  the  lungs.  They  should  be  prohibited  spitting  on  the 
ground  or  into  a handkerchief,  but  should  use  special  recep- 
tacles filled  with  water.  Spittoons  filled  not  with  sand  or 
sawdust,  but  water,  should  be  placed  in  all  public  resorts.” 


Also  the  following: 


CONCLUSIONS. 

1.  That  tuberculosis  is  a distinctly  preventable  dis- 
ease. 

2.  That  it  is  not  directly  inherited  ; and 

3.  That  it  is  acquired  by  the  direct  transmission  of 
the  tubercle  bacillus  from  the  sick  to  the  healthy,  usually 
by  means  of  the  dried  and  pulverized  sputum  floating  as 
dust  in  the  air. 

The  measures  then,  which  are  suggested  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  are: 

1.  The  security  of  the  public  against  tubercular  meat 
and  milk  attained,  by  a system  of  rigid  official  inspection 
of  cattle. 

2.  The  dissemination  among  the  people  of  the 
knowledge  that  every  tubercular  person  may  be  a source  of 
actual  danger  to  his  associates,  if  the  discharges  from  the 
lungs  are  not  immediately  destroyed  or  rendered  harmless; 
and 

3.  The  careful  disinfection  of  rooms  and  hospital 
wards  that  are  occupied  or  have  been  occupied  by  phthisi- 
cal patients. — ” Sanitary  Nezvs,  June  22,  1889. 

Pure  air,  pure  food,  and  the  prompt  disinfection  of  the 
sputum  from  the  tuberculous  subject,  will  prevent  many 
cases. 

The  death  rate  of  the  town  estimating  the  population 
at  7,000,  was  17  4-7  per  thousand.

One  Case  of  Twins. 


There  were  one  hundred  and  fifty  births  recorded  during 
the  year;  five  more  than  during  1888.  As  usual,  the  fe- 
males preponderate,  the  number  being  79  to  71  males.  Esti- 
mating the  population  of  the  town  at  7,000,  we  have  a 
birth-rate  of  21  3-7  per  thousand. 
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Table  fourth  gives  the  marriage  statistics.  There 
were  106  marriages.  The  youngest  bride  was  1 6 years  old, 
and  the  eldest,  50.  The  youngest  groom  was  19,  and  the 
eldest  was  67.

E.  R.  READ 
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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 


Since  the  schools  have  been  under  the  care  of  a 
Superintendent,  his  report  necessarily  covers  the  ground 
formerly  covered  by  that  of  the  committee,  making  a repor 
from  them  almost  superfluous. 

The  details  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  are 
given  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  and  the  manner 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  sums  of  money  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  schools  for  the  past  year,  is  given  in  the 
Selectmen’s  report,  hence  neither  require  comment  here. 

The  committee  congratulate  the  town  upon  the  building 
of  the  new  grammar  school  house,  which  by  great  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  building  committee  was  completed  in 
season  for  its  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term. 
The  building  meets  every  requirement  and  is  entirely  sat- 
isfactory. The  additional  rooms  secured  were  immediate- 
ly occupied,  relieving  crowded  schools  elsewhere,  besides 
rendering  unnecessary  the  renting  of  outside  rooms.

Compared  with  last  year’s  statistics  the  census  of 
children  between  5 and  1 5 years  of  age  living  in  town,  May  1, 
shows  a gainof  36.  The  number  enrolled  on  the  school  reg- 
isters is  66  larger  than  last  year.  The  gain  in  average  mem- 
bership is  8;  in  average  attendance,  5.  The  percent,  of  at- 
tendance is  90+  against  89.9  last  year. 

Tardiness  has  increased,  the  pro  rata  being  1.08 
against  .7  last  year. 

The  financial  statement  funishes  a gratifying  exhibit. 
Although  the  expenses  in  the  Text  Book  department  are 
in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  the  general  balance  shows 
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that  the  entire  educational  system  has  been  conducted 
without  overdrawing  the  sum  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
schools. 

I will  speak  briefly  of  the  principal  expenditures  in  the 
Incidental  and  Repair  department  last  year  and  mention 
the  changes  needed  to  be  made  in  the  coming  one  that  all 
who  wish  can  see  how  the  last  year’s  appropriation  was  ex- 
pended, and  understand  the  reason  for  the  recommendation 
made  in  the  report  of  the  committee  that  $2,000  be  voted 
this  year. 

An  examination  of  the  plumbing  of  the  High  school 
house  made  last  spring  with  a view  to  make  certain  repairs, 
revealed  the  fact  that  the  whole  system  was  so  defective 
as  to  require  a complete  change.  This,  together  with  cer- 
tain changes  in  the  ventilation  system  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  demands  of  the  State  Inspectors,  cost  more  than  $500. 

The  cost  of  the  much  needed  addition  to  the  Dodgeville 
house  was  nearly  $400.  The  extensive  repairs  at  the  Pleasant 
street  school  cost  about  $175.  These  with  the  rent  of  the 
rooms  in  the  Bakery  building  till  the  erection  of  the  new 
Grammar  school  enabled  us  to  withdraw  the  school  from  that 
unfavorable  place,  required  more  than  $1,200.  This  left  less 
than  $800  for  numerous  smaller  repairs  and  all  incidentals. 
As  to  necessary  expenses  for  the  coming  year,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Incidentals  and  Repairs  have  decided  to  paint  several 
of  the  school  houses.  The  addition  of  entries  at  the  Turn- 
pike and  Perry  school  houses  is  none  the  less  needed  today 
than  when  urged  in  my  report  last  year.  As  the  former  is 
to  be  painted  and  partially  reshingled  this  summer  it  would 
seem  to  be  the  proper  time  to  make  the  addition.  The 
Farmers  house  should  have  its  windows  enlarged,  that  it 
may  be  properly  lighted,  and  be  furnished  with  modern 
furniture,  for  the  want  of  which  the  school  is  suffering 
great  inconvenience. 
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If  the  Ventilation  of  the  Academy  and  the  Dodgeville 
school  is  not  done  voluntarily,  it  will  doubtless  have  to  be 
done  in  response  to  a requirement  of  the  State  Inspectors. 
This  new  law  which  was  wisely  enacted  is  being  enforced 
by  the  State  Inspectors.  In  many  places  the  changes  nec- 
essary to  secure  proper  ventilation  of  public  buildings  are 
made  at  great  expense.  Our  town  is  fortunate  in  this  re- 
spect. Few  changes  will  be  necessary  and  these  will  not 
be  very  expensive. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  at  the  present  time 
is  that  of  a laboratory  for  the  High  school.  The  room  at 
present  used  for  that  purpose,  if  large  enough,  or  even  if  it 
could  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  the  classes,  is  very  un- 
suitable, on  account  of  its  close  proximity  to  the  school- 
room, for  laboratory  work  or  the  storing  of  the  chemicals 
used  in  connection  with  the  study  of  chemistry,  and,  be- 
sides as  it  has  suitable  cases  for  books  and  is  so  conven- 
iently located  it  is  needed  for  a High  school  library  and 
reading  room,  where  scholars,  in  sight  of  the  Principal,  can 
consult  books  of  reference  without  annoyance  to  classes 
engaged  in  recitation  in  the  main  room. 

I advise  the  construction  of  a laboratory  in  the  west 
end  of  the  basement.  Here  it  will  occupy  a place  not  used 
and  not  needed  for  other  purposes.  Its  location  is  such 
that  it  can  be  properly  ventilated,  as  it  will  have  the  win- 
dows on  one  side,  and  the  ventilating  flue  on  the  other. 
In  addition  to  these,  this  plan  can  be  executed  at  a much 
smaller  outlay  than  any  other  I have  been  able  to  devise. 

The  two  items  for  which  I would  make  the  most  em- 
phatic appeal  are,  the  ventilation  spoken  of  above  and  the 
construction  of  the  laboratory. 

The  call  for  $1,^00  for  text  books  and  supplies  last 
year  was  a moderate  one  and  that  sum  should  have  been 
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appropriated.  By  advice  of  the  Committee  of  Thirteen 
$1,000  was  the  sum  voted,  which  we  have  been  obliged  to 
exceed.  For  several  years  after  free  text  books  were  fur- 
nished in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the 
principal  expense  in  this  department  was  that  of  supplying 
text  books  for  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  scholars. 
Now,  however,  the  time  has  fully  come  when  even  the 
most  durable  of  these  books  have  become  so  worn  as  to  be 
unfit  for  further  use.  A large  share  of  the  expense  for  last 
year  was  incurred  by  replacing  these  worn  books  with  new. 
The  same  will  be  true  this  year.  I trust  the  Town  will 
respect  the  reasonable  suggestion  of  the  Committee  and 
appropriate  $1,200. 

The  Educational  department  which  pays  teachers,  jan- 
itors, and  fuel  ' bills  has  been  conducted  without  exceeding 
the  appropriation  in  consequence  of  not  buying  a full  year’s 
supply  of  fuel,  and  because  in  making  the  large  number  of 
changes,  in  accordance  with  the  custom  adopted  by  the 
present  board,  the  teachers  employed  to  succeed  those  re- 
tiring, have  been  engaged  at  a lower  price  than  the  position 
should  pay  after  the  incumbent  has  proved  her  fitness  for 
the  place.  We  certainly,  should  not  congratulate  ourselves 
on  saving  expense  in  that  way. 

CHANGES. 

We  have  to  record  rather  more  than  the  usual  num 
ber  of  changes.  Mr.  Hobbs  resigned  the  Principalship  of 
the  High  school  to  accept  a situation  for  increased  pay 
Miss  Lathrop,  second  assistant  in  the  same  school  and 
Instructor  in  Drawing  left  to  resume  her  course  at  Cornell 
University.  Miss  Beers,  who  had  served  for  a number  of 
years  with  great  fidelity  as  Principal  of  the  Grammar  school, 
was  compelled  by  impaired  health  to  resign  her  position  at 
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the  end  of  the  Spring  term.  Miss  Lamb,  her  first  assis. 
tant,  Miss  Fisher,  of  the  Pine  Street  Primary,  and  Miss 
Cutting  of  the  Perry  school,  left  to  preside  over  homes  of 
their  own,  two  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson,  and  one  among 
the  hills  of  Vermont.  While  we  would  heartily  congratu- 
late all  who  have  been  called  to  fields  of  wider  influence, 
increased  pay,  and  more  congenial  spheres  of  activity,  we 
would  express  our  sympathy  for  the  one,  who,  overcome  by 
the  burdens  and  wear  of  years  of  toil,  is  compelled  to  stop 
by  the  wayside  to  recuperate  the  energy  and  regain  the 
strength  necessary  to  take  up  again  the  burden  of  an  active 
life. 

In  selecting  a Principal  for  the  High  school  we  were 
very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Stevens, 
who  brought  to  his  work  the  experience  of  several  years  of 
teaching,  during  the  last  three  of  which  he  was  Sub-master 
of  the  High  school  of  Lewiston,  Maine.  Mr.  Stevens  by 
his  discreet  management  of  affairs,  his  even  tempered  dis- 
cipline, and  his  thorough  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
school,  has  won  the  confidence  of  his  pupils  and  the  res- 
pect of  those  who  are  associated  with  him  as  teachers,  and 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

We  are  equally  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
of  Miss  Minnie  M.  Barton,  who  has  charge  of  the  classes 
in  Greek  and  German. 

Miss  Lidora  E.  Briggs,  well  known  several  years  ago 
as  a successful  teacher  here  and  in  other  places,  and  who 
for  the  last  five  years  in  connection  with  her  duties  as 
member  of  the  School  Board,  has  been  a close  student  of 
educational  matters  and  methods  was  engaged  as  Principal 
of  the  Grammar  school.  Miss  Slate  was  promoted  to  suc- 
ceed Miss  Lamb  as  first  assistant,  and  Miss  Nellie  M. 
Toothaker,  who  came  to  us  well  fitted  and  highly  recom- 
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mended  was  employed  as  second  assistant.  Under  the  in. 
struction  of  these  teachers  the  Grammar  school,  in  its 
spacious,  well  lighted,  and  well  ventilated  quarters  has  en- 
joyed a prosperous  term. 

Miss  Mary  L.  Felt,  a graduate  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Normal  school  and  an  experienced  teacher,  took  charge  of 
the  upper  Primary  on  Pine  street,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  Miss  Dora  A.  Sweet  of  the  same  Normal  school, 
who  served  as  assistant  teacher,  in  the  Hebron ville  Primary 
during  the  spring  term,  took  charge  of  the  lower  Primary 
on  Pine  street  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  Miss 
Cassie  S.  Thayer,  assistant  at  the  Dodgeville  Primary  was 
promoted  to  the  charge  of  the  Perry  school,  and  Nellie  D. 
Cushman  and  Hattie  E.  Shepard,  both  graduates  of  our 
High  school  served  as  assistants  at  Hebronville  and  Dodge- 
ville during  the  fall  term.  That  the  appointment  of  assistants 
at  these  last  named  Primaries  was  wise,  is  plainly  shown 
by  the  greatly  improved  condition  of  these  schools. 

By  the  addition  of  the  spacious  recitation  room  to  the 
Dodgeville  house  a long  felt  want  is  supplied. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  was  the  building  of  the 
Grammar  school  house  on  Sanford  street.  The  Building 
Committee  succeeded  in  moving  the  Academy  to  its  pres- 
ent site  during  the  spring  vacation  so  that  no  interruption 
of  the  schools  was  caused.  The  new  building  was  so 
nearly  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  that  all 
the  necessary  changes  could  be  made  and  the  different 
grades  occupy  their  respective  places  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term.  Very  few  can  appreciate  the  great  importance 
of  this  work.  In  the  long  vacation  the  furniture  was 
re-arranged  in  all  the  buildings  and  the  different  grades 
properly  located.  The  overcrowded  Primary  which  occu- 
pied a room  in  the  central  building  was  divided  and  now 
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occupies  the  two  rooms  in  the  Academy.  The  Intermediate 
grades  now  occupy  the  large  central  building  and  the  Gram- 
mar grades,  the  new  building. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  of  our  children 
leave  school  before  completing  the  elementary  course. 
ThgJ  many  who  graduate  from  the  Grammar  school  do  not 
enter  the  High  is  not  at  all  surprising.  When  that  stage 
is  reached  the  scholar  is  of  the  age  when  the  question  must 
be  decided  whether  he  shall  further  pursue  a general 
course  of  education  or  enter  a school  where  the  instruction 
received  fits  him  to  enter  upon  some  special  vocation  or,  as 
is  true  in  a large  number  of  instances  leave  school  entirely 
and  to  go  to  work  to  earn  a livelihood.  Our  grades  should  be 
of  such  a number  and  so  adjusted  that  our  children,  with  a 
very  few  exceptions,  can  remain  in  school  till  the  Gram- 
mar course  is  completed.  This,  however,  is  not  the  case- 
For  several  years  the  number  of  those  who  leave  school 
before  completing  the  Grammar  course  is  large  and  on  the 
increase.  During  the  last  year  this  shrinkage  of  number 
is  deplorably  large  in  the  sub  grammar  grade.  Observing 
this,  I concluded  that  there  must  be  a defect  somewhere 
in  our  system.  Once  convinced  of  this,  it  became  my 
duty  to  hunt  down  the  error  and  devise  some  means  of  cor- 
rection. I requested  each  teacher  to  ascertain  the  average 
age  of  the  scholars  in  her  grade  at  the  opening  of  the  fall 
term.  The  result  was  a great  surprise  to  me  as  well  as  to 
most  of  the  teachers  themselves.  In  every  grade  whose 
scholars  have  entered  school  since  our  graded  system  was 
first  established  the  average  age  was  fully  two  years  above 
what  it  ought  to  be.  That  our  schools  may  furnish  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  they  should  be  so 
graded  that  the  average  age  of  the  scholars  at  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Grammar  course,  should  be  fourteen  years  or 
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at  most,  but  little  above  that  age.  While  this  will  accomplish 
what  we  seek  for  the  Elementary  course  it  will  furnish  a 
much  larger  number  who  will  entei  the  High  school  since 
this  course  can  be  completed  at  eighteen  which  is  a 
proper  age  for  the  boy  who  cannot  extend  his  school  days, 
to  commence  the  active  work  of  life,  or  for  him  who.is  to 
take  a collegiate  course  to  enter  upon  it. 

If  our  children  entered  the  Primary  school  at  the  age 
of  five  years,  they  could  pass  through  the  nine  grades 
which  were  arranged  for  the  elementary  course  and  gradu- 
ate from  the  Grammar  school  at  the  proper  age.  The 
truth  is  that  very  many  do  not  enter  till  six,  many  till 
seven,  and  some  till  eight  or  more  years  of  age.  This 
great  disparity  of  ages  is  a great  hinderance  to  the  most 
successful  work  under  the  graded  system,  for  the  child  at 
six  is  vastly  more  mature  and  capable  of  much  better  work 
and  more  rapid  progress  than  the  one  at  five.  Since  the 
average  age  of  the  children  on  entering  is  fully  six  years,  I 
think  our  elementary  course  should  consist  of  eight  grades. 

I would  earnestly  recommend,  that,,  at  the  beginning  of 
each  term,  and  especially  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term 
all  children  who  have  attained  the  age  of  five  and  a half 
years  be  sent  to  the  public  school.  The  adjustment  of  dif- 
ficulties at  present  going  quietly  on  with  the  sanction  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  will,  after  a little  time, 
if  carried  out,  accomplish  the  much  desired  reform. 

I have  always  maintained  since  music  has  been 
taught  in  our  schools  by  a professional  teacher,  that  the 
money  paid  for  this  instruction  was  wisely  expended.  I 
think  this  has  been  emphatically  true  of  the  last  year,  and 
I most  earnestly  advocate  its  continuance  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  present  instructors.  I call  your  attention  to 
the  report  of  the  Instructors  in  Music,  and  to  the  remarks 
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upon  this  subject  by  the  Principal  of  the  High  school  in 
his  report  which  is  inserted  further  on. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Tiffany , Supt.  of  Public  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  are  able  to  report  con- 
stant improvement  in  the  schools  of  the  town. 

The  Normal  Music  Readers,  placed  in  several  schools 
last  year,  are  meeting  a long-felt  want,  and  aid  greatly  in 
raising  the  standard  of  music  throughout  our  schools. 

Two  additional  classes  have  been  supplied  with  books 
within  a few  months. 

The  teachers  quite  heartily  co-operate  with  us,  and  to 
this  fact  is  due  much  of  the  improvement  that  has  been 
made  during  the  last  six  months. 

Lessons  have  been  given  in  the  out-lying  districts,  and 
although  the  attendance  has  been  very  small,  yet  in  some 
schools  considerable  interest  has  been  shown,  and  a fair 
degree  of  improvement  made.

To  the  School  Committee  of  Attleboro, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — I herewith  submit  the 
first  Annual  Report  of  the  High  School  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1889.  Having  been  connected  with  the 
school  for  only  one  term,  I cannot  give  a complete  report 
or  one  of  any  comparative  value. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  connected  with  the  school 
during  the  year,  78,  including  20  who  entered  in  Septem- 
ber. Percentage  of  attendance,  9 7.7.  Number  registered 
the  fall  term,  65.  The  attendance  both  in  promptness  and 
regularity  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  is  certainly 
commendable  to  the  pupils.  This  is  important,  for  as  a 
rule,  those  scholars  that  are  most  punctual  make  the  most 
progress  in  their  studies. 

Report  cards,  giving  the  attendance,  deportment  and 
scholarship  of  the  pupils  are  sent  to  the  parents  quarterly. 
Rank,  according  to  the  present  system,  is  based  upon  both 
oral  and  written  work,  and  is  believed  to  be  as  just  a sys- 
tem as  has  been  devised.  Of  course  it  is  not  possible  for 
figures  to  represent  improvement  in  habits  of  industry  and 
self-control,  or  to  show  increase  in  thought-power.  There- 
fore it  may  often  happen  that  the  unwritten  rank  is  of  a 
higher  degree  of  merit  than  the  written. 

The  deportment  of  the  school  has  been  highly  satis- 
factory. It  is  evident  that  the  pupils  very  generally  desire 
to  be  ladies  and  gentlemen. 
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An  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
through  you  by  the  trustees  of  the  Richardson  School 
Fund,  and  a gift  of  twenty-five  dollars  by  one  of  our  benev- 
olent business  men,  has  been  expended  in  purchasing 
physical  apparatus.  We  are  now  able  to  prove  experiment- 
ally, all  the  more  important  principles  of  Physics.  There 
should,  however,  be  somewhat  different  accommodations 
for  this  work. 

A little  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  the  profit 
from  entertainments  given  by  the  school  previous  to  my 
connection  with  it,  is  to  be  used  mostly  to  increase  our 
library.  A few  volumes  have  already  been  purchased.  We 
have  not  at  present  any  shelf-room  for  these  new  books. 

You  have  already  noticed  the  need  of  better  ventila- 
tion for  the  chemical  laboratory.  An  enlargement,  if  not 
a change  in  location  of  this  laboratory  is  desirable,  and  may 
be  necessary. 

I am  glad  to  know  that  the  course  of  study  is  being 
carefully  examined.  A revision  should  be  made  and  doubt- 
les  this  matter  will  receive  your  early  attention. 

Much  credit  is  due  my  assistants,  whose  faithful, 
enthusiastic  and  competent  service  has  been  of  the  highest 
value  to  the  school. 

A very  commendable  degree  of  success  has  attended 
the  instruction  in  music.  Prof.  Whittemore  has  been  un- 
tiring in  his  efforts  and  efficient  in  his  labors. 

Allow  me  to  thank  you,  members  of  the  committee,  for 
your  assistance,  sympathy  and  hearty  co-operation.
